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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/21/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that none of the cited references teach or suggest aging the fill 
material of the capsule. Applicant further added, this process step results in a product 
which is different and non-obvious over the prior art, for example, capsule having 
superior taste. However, it is noted that the cited references also teach the properties 
desired by the applicant, see for example, Borkan, at column 8, lines 8-10, no sticky or 
gummy residue remains in the mouth of the user after chewing. Both the shell and the 
fill yield a pleasant taste and mouthfeel (see also column 5, lines 27-36). Ebert at 
column 1, line 35, discloses the avoidance of an unpleasant taste is particularly 
important. Mehta at column 10, lines 17-24, teaches a taste-masked fill composition. 
Furthermore, it is noted that applicant's specification at page 7, line 31 defined "room 
temperature" is from about 1 °C to 30°C. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art that the fill material is aged while waiting to be filled into the 
gelatin capsule, at room temperature that falls within the claimed aging temperature, 
because none of the cited references teach or suggest freezing or cooling the filled 
material to the temperature below room temperature. Accordingly, the 103(a) rejections 
are maintained. 

Applicant argues that Oohashi provides no motivation to combine, because 
pharmaceutics that can be administered by suppository. In response to applicant's 
argument, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference 
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may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ). It is noted that Oohashi discloses in claim 3, pharmaceutics 
for mucosal administration according to his invention that can be administered be rectal, 
vaginal, intranasal, or oral. Accordingly, the obviousness optimization is based on the 
equivalency of mucal absorption mechanism through the oral or the rectal route.
